NEW YORK, Feb. 11 (AP)—An 
airliner crewman was sucked 
through the open door of a speed- 
ing plane to his death early today 
and within hours another crew- 
Was swept through the door 
of another airliner but managed 
to hold on until the big ship 
landed. 


A search was begun for the 
body of John Harris, 28-year-old 
steward on a Pan-American World 
Airways trans-ocean plane. He 
Was sucked out of the plane as 
it winged through darkness 8000 
feet over Long Island. 

Marc Fisher-Galati, 28, a flight 
attendant on an Eastern Air Lines 
plane, was luckier. As the plane 
was 2000 feet over Tampa 
Bay the cabin door swung open 
to the limit of chains attached 
to the top and bottom corners of 
the door. Fisher-Galati went to 
pull the door shut and was sucked 
out into the propeller stream. 

Foot Caught by Chain. 

One foot caught on the bottom 
door chain. He grabbed the door 
edge with his hand as he headed 
out into space. His body was 
flattened against the outer side 
of the door. 

The lone passenger tried to res- 
cue Fisher-Galati but couldn't and 
sounded the alarm to the pilot. 
The co-pilot held onto a leg of 
the clinging Fisher-Galati, and 
the pilot landed the plane at the 
St. Petersburg (Fla.) airport. 
Fisher-Galati was rushed to a hos- 
pital and given a sedative for 
shock and in 15 minutes he went 
back to his plane and resumed 
the Miami-to-Chicago flight.

Over protests from 
Max H. Goldschein, special as- 
sistant United States attorney 
general, the hearing was con- 
tinued yesterday. 

Miss Howard’s lawyer, Ira B. 
McLaughlin, insisted he had not 
had time to propery a defense. 
McLaughlin was the attorney 
who defended most of the vote 
fraud defendants against charges 
d on irregularities in the 1946 
and 1936 elections. 

Seeks Two-Week Delay. 

When the contempt hearing 
was called yesterday, McLaughlin 
asked for two weeks’ delay, say- 
ing some of the facts in the pre- 
sentment date back to 1934 and 
he needed time to obtain corrabo- 
rating evidence. 

“They 2 she .failed to ac- 
count for „ McLaughlin 
said, yet she is charged with not 
te the truth about $18,000. 
She must have told the truth 
about $10,000.” 

Goldschein told the court: “This 
presentment was returned by the 
grand jury because Miss Howard 
was obstructing the investigation. 
I must insist we go to trial be- 
cause the granc jury wants to 
finish up its business. 

“The whole proposition is very 
simple: Miss Howard has accumu- 
lated some $18,000 that she said 
she received from Jack Gregory 
in 1934 and deposited in banks.

Judge Believes Issue Is Simple. 

Judge Duncan said he thought 
the issue was “very simple,” add- 
ing that he read a transcript of 
her testimony in an hour. “Miss 
Howard said she received money 
from Gregory, who has been out 
of circulation for about 16 years,” 

e judge said. “She said she 
carried the money or put it in 
hotel boxes in Kansas City and 
St. Louis.” 

Miss Howard, 43 years old, lis- 
tened attentively at the counsel 
table. 

McLaughlin continued: There 
must ‘be corroborating circum- 
stances that can be produced. I 
haven't even had time to examine 
the Governinent exhibits.” 

Then Judge Duncan said he 
thought McLaughlin was entitled 
to some time, ad “If your 
client is telling the truth she is 
entitled to show it.

Missey is reported-to have told 
Dickinson, 1 don’t intend to pay 
the $100,” and then left with Aus- 
tin. About 40 minutes later there 
was a knock at the kitchen door 
and when Dickinson opened the 
door a blast from a shotgun hit 
him in the throat. Mrs. Dickinson, 
who was in another room, ran to 
the kitchen in time to see her hus- 
band crumple to the floor. When 
police arrived Dickinson was dead. 
Neighbors, who heard the shots 
and Mrs. Dickinson’s screams, had 
called police. 

The shot that killed Dickinson 
was followed by two more shots, in 
the outside hallway. Police found 
Missey lying in the hallway with 
the shotgun by his side. He had 
fired at his face, the blast tearing 
away part of his jaw and mouth. 
He apparently had missed one at- 
tempt to shoot himself and had 
reloaded the single-shell weapon 
for the second shot. 

Threats Reported. 

Police learned from Austin that 
Missey threatened to “get even,” 
after Dickinson refused the $15 
loan. Austin quoted Missey as 
saying, “I don’t have a pistol, but 
I have a shotgun. I may hang 
for it, but I'm going to do it.”

|Fuchs’s Mental Illness Explained 
By Washington. U. Psychiatrist 


‘Controlled Schizophrenia’ an Arrested Stage 
of Condition in Which Victim Lives 
Partly in World of Fantasy. 


Klaus Fuchs, German-born Brit- 
ish atomic scientist who described 
himself as a “controlled schizo- 
phrenic” in confessing he stole 
atomic secrets for Russia, was 
referring to an arrested stage of 
the mental illness of “split per- 


stages of syphilis. 

This is the surmise of Dr. Ed- 
win F. Gildea, head of the Wash- 
ington University department of 
neuropsychiatry, which includes 
psychology. 

Dr. Gildea explained today that 
schizophrenia formerly was known 
as “dementia praecox” because it 
was observed to affect young 
adults. Its victims, like syphilis 
sufferers, may pass through later 
stages or may recover, as from 15 
to 20 per cent of those with the 


mental disease appear to do, Dr. 
Gildea: said. 

Ih the stage to which Fuths re- 
ferred, Dr. Gildea continued, the 
victim -has a tendency to live 
partly in a real life and partly 
in an existence made of. his own 
fantasies.

Fronting for the Real Estate Lobby? 


Unforeseen opposition to President Truman’s 
proposal for middle income housing has devel- 
oped in Congress, The Senate Banking Com- 
mittee has decided to submit the matter to the 
Federal Reserve Board for advice. Its excuse— 
or rather, the excuse of seven of its 13 members 
—is that the plan might. be inflationary. But 
the real cause of the dilatory tactics may well be 
Senator Bricker, an old friend of the lobby, 
want to cut this section out .of the bill 
altogether? . ' 

Under the Administration plan, families with 
incomes between $2400 and $4700 a year might 
form building co-operatives. These would be 
eligible for Government loans?

Considering that the Government already is 
supporting the home-building industry to the ex- 
tent of taking virtually all the risks out of it, 
the excuse of inflation is lamentably weak.

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Finance Venture in Maine 

The Maine Legislature has done something 
which other states should know about, It has 
set up what it calls the Maine Development 
Credit Corporation. 

This agency, which is financed by banks, sav- 
ings and loan companies, insurance companies 
and other business agencies, exists for the ex- 
press purpose of lending capital to businesses 
which need new funds. I¢ makes no difference 
‘whether the business is large or small, whether 
it is new or old. The loan may be needed for a 
new venture, for — of a going opera- 
tion or for expansion. In Maine the one pretty 
sure place to 30 is to the State Dévelopment 
Credit Corporation. 

If our information is correct, this is a business 
for business. The management is private man- 
agement and the capital is private capital. What 
the State Legislature has done is to make this

Income Tax Bonanza 

I know of no loophole in the tax laws so 
‘inequitable as the excessive ex · 
emptions now enjoyed by the oil and mining

Oil men can charge off either 50 per cent of 
their net income or 2734 per cent of the gross 
They can charge off such income 
whether it comes from oil wells or not.

tures—and mining risks, too-—it is not unreason- 
able that investments should be charged off at a 
more rapid rate than money put into, say, a fac- 
tory. But once the cost of drilling a well or dig- 


ging a mine has been regained, why should not 


such an enterprise pay taxes like any other 
business? : 

At a time when there is much complaining 
about high taxation and the Government still is 
not getting enough revenue to balance its budget, 
it was well for the President to call attention to 
this situation. He did so in his tax message to 
Congress. But his complaint hardly made as 
much of an impression as it should have. Repre- 
sentatives from Texas, Louisiana and Oklahoma 
can be counted on to-do their best to see that 
nothing comes of it. But the deal is too raw for 
the rest of the country to stand by. 

The President himself pointed out that “in 
the five years from 1943 to 1947, during which it 
was necessary to collect an income tax from 
people earning less than $20 a week, one oil 
operator was able, because of these loopholes, to 
develop properties yielding nearly $5,000,000 in 
a single year without payment of any income 
tax.” This man was also able to escape much of 
the tax on his income from other sources 
through the use of his oil exemptions. Accord- 
ing to the President, he had an income of almost 
$1,000,000 a year which did not come from oil. 
Yet in the five years he paid less than $100,000 
in taxes. , 

This may be an extreme case. Still, what can 
be said for the justice of tax laws which permit 
anything remotely like it? Regardless. of the 
Government's need of money, such loopholes 
ought to be plugged. Yet the fact that this par- 
ticular escape hatch has been open since World 
War I days is not reassuring. Interested parties 
will apply all the pressure they can to keep it 
open. And who will make anything like the 
same effort to close it? 125 
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Sales Token or Bracket Payments? 

Three fourths of the stores in Missouri are 
violating the state law requiring mill tokens to 
be given in exchange for pennies paid on the 2 
per cent sales tax, according to the state sales 
tax supervisor, L. M. Chiswell. 

The supervisor says retailers prefer the bracket 
system—even pennies within certain amounts— 
as more convenient, and ‘it is his opinion that 
most taxpayers prefer it too. They don’t like to 
have their pockets cluttered with tokens.”

Its 
policy seems to consist of attacking the 
Miami newspapers, the Crime Commission 
of Greater. Miami, and laying down the 
red plush carpet of welcome for Frankie 


Costello, leader of what js described by 


the Crime Commission as “the most pow- 
erful gangster group in the country.” 

When the Miami Herald and the Miami 
Daily News reported that Costello and 
an Illinois racketer named Tony Accardo 
were staying at swank Miami Beach hotels, 
Harry Voiler's Morning Mail devoted a 
lead editorial to hat it considers an un- 
warranted ‘invasion of Mr. Costello's pri- 
vacy. „„ 
“What, little we know about Frank Cos- 
tello,” said the Mail, “indicates that he 
is a gentlemanly person. He lives a quiet 
and, apparently, a life of rectitude. His 
donations to charities, not only in New 
York, but throughout the nation, are a 
matter 6f record, despite his modest ef- 
forts to hide them.“ 

“We hope,” continued the hospitable 
Mail, “that while he (Costello) is a guest 
at Miami Beach he enjoys our sunshine, 


our flowers, our myriad attractions.” 


According to his own columnist, Barry 
Gray, Voiler once served three years of 
a 30-year sentence for armed robbery. In 
1938 he was charged with the theft of 
Mae West’s jewels but the case was dis- 
missed for lack of evidence. 

None of this is of any real consequence 


today except as it might indicate an af- 
finity of interest with such “persecuted” 


and gentlemanly people as Mr. Costello. 


The Palm Beach Post, owned by John 
H. Perry and edited by Charles Francis 
“Socker” Coe, is another newspaper that 
has been pecking away at the Miami Herald 
for its “lurid and persistent torment 
through the rattling of skeletons.” 

The editor of the Post heartily disap- 
preves of “outside chiselers.” But he is 
careful to point out that “gambling in lo- 
cal hands is controlled gambling . lo- 
cal men keep local homes, business sites 
and payrolls.” ' 

His argument evidently is that if prosti- 
tution is inevitable, let the local girls have 
the concession. 

Last year, Socker Coe won 3 prize 
from Freedoms Foundation, Ine., for the 
best editorial of the year. F. F., Inc., is 
sponsored by Edward F. Hutton, the finan- 
cier who resides in Palm Beach during 
the winter months. It was unquestionably 
a good editorial, because Socker can 
write when he is in the mood. 1 

We suspect, however, that Socker“ 
does most of his “socking” on national 
and international questions. A fearless 
editor like our Palm Beach contempo- 
rary. can always knock Stalin about the 
ears and flay, Washington bureaucracy, 
without ruffling’ a hair at the Bath and 
Tennis or the*Everglades Club.
